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{ End of the Russoll-Gladstone Ministry.

Tang deep interest taken In the war now prozess’
ing in Burope, has tumned public allention s vay
from o struggle as momoutour as that going on
in the Quadrilateral. We refer to the British
Ministerinl battle in Parlinment, In the one
onse the quarrel {s merely to decide which ol
two monarcis can oppress a minor State; In the
other the great question of the perpetual
advancement of mankicd Is being mooted. Iy
matters 1ittle, so far as the good of the masses
are concerned, whether Austria or Prusaia is the
victor, It is, however, of vilal imporiance
whether the dootrines of the Libersls or the
Tories succeed, Ove contest hinges on the ex-
tention of tyranny. the other I8 over the exten.
slon of the dearest right of man to hundreds of
thousands of those who have heretofors boen
debarred from is enjoyvment. The one I a mere
(uarrel of material power, the other a ;meutal
and progressive battle, the fruits of which, if
not 80 soon apparent, are far more permanent
than those of ita martial rival.

Yet, with all its vital import, the fght in
Parlinment has not received in America that
attention with which wewould expect s nation so
progressive as ours, to view a struggle for a
principle for which we have so often contended,
While we have been standing with open eyes
gazing ot the European stroggle, the Ministry
hus been deleated. No one who has watched
the combinations being formed can axpress much
surprise at the result, The whole of the vast
power of a well organized and ancient party
battled against it from the beginning. To its
ranks were added those who were to be expelled
by the adoption of the mewsure, and o uddi
tion to them the disaftected part ol the Ministe-
rial benches, headed by Mr., Lows, who had
been grossly veglected aund shebted by Mr,
Grapstose, The reault was the defept of the
Russeny Administration by an adverse majority
of eleven votes, That 1t was mOL more 1% our
only cause for surprlse,

The question which has excited all Great Bri-
1ain since the announcement of the result, was
how the Minlstry would act in tha emergeney.
They bad two courscs open to tonem, cither to
resign and let a new Mwmistry be formed Irom
the ranks of their opponents, or else to dissolve
Parliament and appeal to the peopls, We con-
fess we had anticipated s dssolution, Had it
taken place, the Ministry would have had o
popular watchword, one which would rake with
the mnsses, and which woald undoubtedly have
gecured them a (riumph, Besides, as Russenn
is now an old man, he would naturally want to
sca the success of his party betore his death,
and an appeal would have been by lar the most
expeditious mode ol being retained,

It has plessed the Cabinet, however, not to
dissolve, but to tender their resignation, which
has been accepted by the Queen. Al present
they only hold their respective. portfolios until
their sneccassors shall be appointed, The Jques-
tion who will be their successors 18 one ot in-
terest. We have no doubt but that Dersy and
Dispanu will be called upon to form the new
Cabinet, The Times has such an expectation,
snd the Times is generally right in its political
prophecies, so {ar as home matters are concerned.
The old Cabinet will thus sink inlo the opposi
tion, and a new amalgamated party become the
Government,

It seems more than probable thst the course
selected by RusskLL is the surest one towards
reghining political power. He adopts the argu
ment reductio ad ubsurdum, He intends to
prove thit his administration was right becanse
all others will be wrong. Witk half the House
united in his favor, and with' his opponents
composed of a heterogeneous mass ol maleon-
tents, he will easliy succeed in securing the
defeat of his sucovssors, Those who stand
united during & battle are too frequently dis-
persed by victory to cause GLADSTONE to despalr,
He will make his defeat a political Bannock-
buru.

What with the Lown party to be satisfied, the
conservatives to be compromised with, the radi-
cal tories to be concllisted and rerained, we
expeot the Earl of Densy will have as much as
his hands ean do, wnd we think a great deal
more. DERBY has slways been in an adminis
tration which was ghort-lived, and we anticl-
pated that bis Mipistry of 1566 will not outlive
the year. He is fighting again:l the straam ol
popular advancement, and he might as well
cxpect *'to dam up the waters of the Nile with
bulrushes' as to be able to stewn its ourront,

There is but one question on which th: Earl

of Dersy may firmly groond his adwinistrative
policy. and that s & change In the attitude oocu-
pled by Epgland in European politics, The
course of Russerr has been such as to weaken
and disgrase the presfige of the British name,
The world might have supposed that the English
Government was g mercantile firm, éndesavoring
to save Its cargoes from capture. Buch hesitation,
vacillation, and timidity as the Ministry have
exhibited, could not fall to pull down the nation
from its previous commanding pasition. What
the daring genlos of Pite won, has all been frit.
tered dway in order {hut goid might be produced.
‘'be people of Englund love gald, but fhey also
love glory. They see, with ail the world, that
one word or wink of Lovis RairoLudd Is looked
upon with far more intercst, and héld of far
more valne, thun any open declagation of theirs,
Hence their pride s touched, Non.i ention,
though excellent in America, is bat u poorpblicy
in England, 1/, therefore. Densy will take a
declded stand, and make the due influence of
Great Britain felt om the Continent, the pride of
the people will come to his rescue, and thelr
voles support him, even though their guffrages
be continued in their present curtalied condi-
tion, The only rock on which Dassy can rest
will be the rock of foreign glery.

This plan appears to us 10 be a faasible one,
and of sufficient practicability 1o commnand
attention. Inorder to sccomplish this end the
Directors deem that $300,000 will be necessury;
but as soon ss fifty thousand can be secured the
work will be commenced. They appesl to our
cldzens, liberal-minded and bepevolent ps we
nll know Plaladelphians to be, to aid them in
their labors. Wr cordially endorse their appeal,
and hope tosee before many months are past
the whole design of the Citizena® Association in
tull operation, Much good may, and we pre-
dict will, result from its labors in reclalmmg
the abandoned and saving thoss who do not

The Piusrian and Austtian Campaign.
WuiLs a great battle bas already been fought
between the armies ol Italy and Austria, still
the popular interest clings to the movemenits of
the great forces dn the norch, It is felt that the
decisive blows must be struck there. The
llahan campaign can only be looked upon us o
diversion in tavor of Pruosgia. The contest is
reully to be decided by the tremendous armies
that ave now confronting one another in central
Germany.

The Saronia brings us dates down to the 27th
ult. The most important item ot news ia the pro-
bable capture of the entire Havoverian army by
the Prussians, Eurly reportsspoke of its escape
throvgh the Prussinn lipes south to Miningen,
but later telegrams contradict this, and posi-
tively ussert that the Hanoverian army is still
completely surrounded, acd that terms of eapitu-
Intion Lad beern proposed. This version is
probably eorrect, as the rapid and unimpeded
movements of the Prussian forces in Saxony
had isolated the forces of Hanover, 0 that they
could not form & junction with the Austrisns or
their allies without breaking the Prussian lines.
The Prusmans were advancing into Upper
Silesia and Bohemia, mesting with but litlle
resistance from the Austrisos, whom they casily
repulsed, The great saperiority of the Prussian
arme—the “needle guns"—is spoken of,
Meunwhile, nothing is heard of the Austrian
Fleld Marshal Besspex. The tardiness of the
Ausuan movements would seem to have
ulresoy conlerred very important sdvantages
upon the Prussians. Perhaps BENEDEK moans
to muke up for this by o grand stroke by-and-
by. Waoshall see.

Deteat of the Italians,

Toe Halians have been defcated in the first
great battle of the European war. Our sccounts
by telegraph are, of course, altogether meawre
and frsgmentsry; but the important fact
remaing that the main Italian aroy, uader the
lead of King Vicron EMaxvsi himself, has been
defented, alter o heavy battle, and driven back
ncroge tne Mincio. The Austrians captured two
thousand prisoners, storming the stronghold of
Cugtozzs, which had been occupied by a part of
the llalign army. What effect this battle will nave
upon the contest in its wider aspects remains to
be geen. Bubsequent dates from Florence repre-
sent the confidence ol the people as still unim-
paired in the army, and the want of suoccess in
the first buttle was felt to be only an luceative
to redoubled etlorts, The war aeaiust Austria
would be continued until the Uberanon of
Venetia was socured,

We snw toe much of de'eal in ourown recent
war to attach suy undue importunce to this trst
repulse of the Ialbins, They threw themselves
spalust oue of Austrin’s strongeat positions, sud
bave been beuten buok with loss,
